| The conte mptuous reception by Sit- 
iting Bull of the commissioners sent 
to him by the American government 
| witha view to inducing him to retura 
from Canada, with all the picturesque 
accompaniments of the ounci!, as por 
'traved in the special dispatches to the 
Herald, form a conclusion to the 
second act of the thrilling Indian 
drama, the tirst of which c'oged six- 
teen months ago with the extermina- 
tion of Custer’s brave men. The Terry 
|} commission left St. Paul S. pter ber 14, 
aud after some delay, caused by the 
| necessity of parting with the escort to 
/reinforce Miles, pressed forward from 
| Benton on the 10th inst with an eseort 
'of some twenty infantry. Not long 
after the original escort of three com 
panies of cavalry was fallen in with, 
and news having been received that 
Sitting Bull was at Fort Waish and 
would probably await the arrival of the 
cowm issioners there,the commissi .ners 
pressed over the dificult country of 
rock and clay, with alkaline pools ip 
the de p-worn coulees, by  torced 
marches. 

On the 16th, early in the forenoon, 
| the commission met Colonel McLeod 
| at the boundry line, the scariet uni 
'formof himself and his smali equad 
| showing conspicuously afar off agaiast 
|the clayey monotone of the prare. 
| While American officers and soldiers 
on Indian service pay little attention 
_to the niceties of uniform, the Eng- 
| lish endeavor to do so with a view to 
| impress the savages. A small squad 
ot scarlet-clad cavalrymen, their 
| lances bearing gay red and white peno-~- 
-nons, escorted the commissioners, who 
left their own escort on the American 
| side of the boundary, and,after a rapid 
two days’ march, Fort Walsh was 

reached, nestling in a pleasant valley 
| between darkly~wooded heights. It is 
a log stockade, surrounding a low and 
|irregular pile of buildings and oftices, 
| brightly whitewa:hed and looking new 
| and gay. Scattered round it were a few 
'straggling Indian tepees, in one of 
| which, standing aloof from the rest,was 
| Sitting Bull. 

| Fort Walsh takes its name from its 
| builder, Major J M. Walsh, of the 
northwestern mounted polict, a dash- 
| ing young ofticer,who is likely to prove 
janother Custer He is ayed thirty- 
| three or thirty~four, is a native of Pres 
cott, Ont., (just across the river from 
Ogdensburg,) and is known to everv 
| sportsman in the province as “Bob” 
|Walsh, field-captain of the famous 

Prescott Lacrosse club, turfman and 
/what not, .He is a very handsome 
'young fellow, straight, slim, bronzed, 
‘with an eye like a hawk and an iron 
| frame, conscious of his goed looks and 
| thirsting for display and adventure. A 
_born leader of men, with much decis- 
‘ion and shrewdness and a showy way 
of doing things, it is not to be won- 
| dered at that he has already made his 


/mark in the northwest and acquired 
| singular intluence over the Indiaus. It 
‘le understood that during the Riel re- 
| pellion of 1870 he volunteered to go intu 
_Winnepeg as a pretende! volunteer, 
[obtain Riel’s contidence, kidvaap him 
|) aud in company with the late Detective 
' Edward O’Neu bring him through the 
Rainy Lake region and deliver him up 
| to the Canadian authorities. The plan 
‘came to nothing because the then 
| Canadian government did not want to 
‘capture Riel. 

| Major Walsh’s most characteristic 

exploit in the north west was the bring- 

| ing to reason of the Assiniboine chief, 

| White Dog, whom he found ridinga 

| Stolen horse, and instantly compelled to | 
|dismount and deliver up tbe animal’ 
under penalty of being tandcuffed and 

treated asa common thicf. This scene 

took place in the heart of Sitting Bull's 

icamp, to which White Dog hed gone, 

intending to cement an alliance, and its 


moral effect upon the Sioux refugees, it 


can readily be imagined, was immense. 
lhe ascendency that the voung volun- 
iteer offcer thus obtained over the 
| Sioux chieftain was retained, and be 
was thus enabled to induce the Indian 
chief to come in aud pay the commis- 
sion at least the deference of a con- 
| temptuous hearing. ‘lo the Sioux camp 
| Mejor Walsh rode as soon asthe ap- 
|proech ci the commissioners was 
announced. At first the Indians stren- 
_uously refused to meet the Americans, 
i who, they said, had lied to them too 
‘often, but while he was resting in their 
camp an incident occurred which gave 
| him au opportunity still farther to in- 
‘crease his ipftlueunce with them. An 
‘alarm was given that a strong body of 
| whites was approaching, and the Sioux, 
alarmed, were about to strike their tents 
and tly, despite Walsh’s assurances that 
no white men would dare to attack 
them. He then offered to lead a re- 
copnoissance, and rode out, followed 
by 200 warriors. The discovery was 
soon made that the new-comers were 
White Bird’s Nez Perces, who had, with 
‘their women, children and wounded, 
escaped from Miler, as was at the time 
reported inthe World. The Sioux, on 
W alsi’s retura to camp, treated him to 
a reception positively enthusiastic, but 
it was only by long pleadiag that he 
could induce them to accompany him 
to Fort Walsh, as they pointed to the 
wounded fugitives who bad sought 
‘shelter with them, saying: “Why 
‘should we go and talk with men who 
|are killing ourown race?” Finally, on 
| his assurance that the council was only 
_a council and that no constraint would 
be employed to compel them to fal! in 
with American overtures unless they 
were freely willing toaccept them, the 
Indians agreed to meet the commis 
sioners, though they declared that 
their minds were made ap—that they 
would remain under the protection of 
‘the White Mother. 

Sitting Bull is described by the cor- 
respondent of our contemporary as a 
necroma: cer or “medicine man” of 
unusual ability, who has secured and 
mnaintained his ascendency over the 
hostile bands by practicing upon their 
superstition. Ile is said not to be a 
warrior, althongb there is in exisience 
a famous and luistoric autobiography cf 
his, painted witb rude pigments on the 

leaves ol @ trader’s account book, which 
extols.his prowess aud represents him 
as the slayer in single cornbat or mixed 
atfray of some thirty persons, whites 
‘or ladiaps. 

On the 17th Sitting Bull and the eom 
Inissioners met in council at Fort 
Waish, the scene being one of the must 

dramatic recorded in our Ind an annals. 
|In the mese-room of the post were 
| placed tables and chairs for the Amer- 
‘icans and buffalo robes for the Indians. 
p ALS o'clock Sitting Buli entered, Ww ear- 
ing a quiet, ironical smile. His black 
| hair streamed down his beardiess and 
swarthy cheeks over clean-cut ears, in 
which he wore no ornaments. On his 
head he wore a wolf skin cap. His 
shirt was of black calico, specked with 
whitedots. His blanket, wrapped neg- 
ligently arou:d bitin, revealed below its 
edge a pair of rich, beaded moccasins, 
the only finery he wore. Silent, Stately 
and impassive, he seated himself on a 
buffalo robe, filled his pipe, and began 
smok.ng. Stenographers, interpreters, 
a couple of correspondents and the 
English officers made up the audience. 

General Terry delivered bis addres;, 
which was translated sentence by sen- 
lence, expressing the wish of the pres- 
ident that the Indians should return 
and make a lasting peace with the 
American government, promising tbat 
what was past should be forgotten and 
forgiven, but warning them tnat if they 
persisted in remaming in Canada they

You didn’t treat 
us well and I don’t like vou at all. I 
will be at peace with these people here 
as long as llive.” A Yankton said: 
“We came over to this country, and I 
am going to live with these people here. 
Chis country ove: here is mine. The 
builers [have over I intend to kill 
something to eat, not to kill anybody 
with them. Thatis what these people 
told me--to kill nothirg but what I 
wanted with the ammunition they gave 
me. I will do so.” 

Then ensued an almost unprecedent- 
ed scene in such a gathering, a squaw 
—and the squaw’s position in an tndi- 
un tribe is sv abject that it was impos- 
sible to doubt that she was let play the 
orator by way of emphasizing the insult 
Lo the com missiouers—rising to speak. 
Sbe thus concluded her harangue: “ I 
came over to this country to raise my 
children and nave a little peace (shak- 
ing hands with the English otticers.) 
That is all | have to say to you. I want 
vou to go back where you came from. 
| hese are the people | am going to stay 
with and raise my children.” Flying 
Bird, the Minneconjon ‘chief, was the 
last speaker, and his oration did not 
differ from any of the others. 

Generals Terry and Lawrence exhib- 
ited little concern during the progress 
of the proceedings. The Indians, rath- 
er chagrived at the non-effect of their 
tactics, arose and were about to leave, 
but Lhe interpreter was desired by Gen. 
eral Terry to ask the’ following ques- 
tions: 

“Soali we say tothe president that 
you refuse the offers he has made to 

“are we to understand from what 
you have said that you refuse those 
Offers ?” 

A long pause followed. All the red- 
skins Cast inquiring glapces toward 
Colonel McLeod and Mejor Walsh, 
who gave them no responsive sign. 
They deliberated with some trepida- 
tion. Sitting Bull again stood up and 
said: 

“I could tell you more, but that is all 
that I have to tell yon. If wetold you 
more, why you would have paid no at- 
tention. That is all I have to say. 
This part of the country does not be- 
long to your people. You belong on 
the other side, This side belongs to 
us.’’ 

General Terry asked the interpreter 
the plain question, ‘Do they refuse?” 
Sitting Buii looked up and said: “I 
told you what I meant; that’s enough.”’ 
General Terry, smiling, said. “Tiat’s 
all,” and, consulting with Colonei Me- 
Leod, said. “I think we can have noth- 
ing more to say to them, colonel.” 

“Weil,” said Colonel McLeod, “I 
suppose you are right.” 

“in that case,”’said General Terry to 
the interpreter, “tell them there is 
nothing more.” Sitting Bull comp eted 
his insult by rising at the end of the 
conference, shaking havds with the 
dominion oflicers and addressing to 
them terms of affection and respect, 
while at the same time he slighted ali 
Americans present by not even saying 
the Indian “how” or go od by. 

Thus abortively ended the great 
council of Fort Walsh.

Dr. Wm. H. White, Atlanta.—My 
Dear Sik: Your letter would haye 
been answered long ago, but forthe 
supreme indefiniteness my plans. 
But now that I have decided, will try 
and perform the pleasurable duty, 
Instead however, of attempting a 
cription of ourreturn trip trom “San 
Jun,” as you requested, let me tell 
youa little about some of the many 
attractive places in this part of Colora- 
do. But first, I must preface my des- 
cription, by quoting ‘rom some one, 
‘ecentlyMlescribiug this, boeatifuliae e- 
ry, these,in my case, only too true 
words. “Brilliant writers have e say 
in vain Sto do it justice,and were l 
the monarch of them allin genius, [ 
should feel that “twere sacrilege al- 
most to point my puny pen for deed so 
majestic,” I assare you, could y.u 
once see the beauties of these grand 
old mountains, you would feel as I do, 
in attempting to describe them, the 
force of these few words. 

As you see from the caption of my 
letcer [am at what I vali my “Colora- 
do home,” with my friend Mr. Banker 
of the Crawford house, to whom Gov. 
Brown gave me a letter of. introduction, 
and who has been exceedingly kind to 
me, as indeed he is to all of his guests, 
[have spent mostof my town tims 
nere, finding it quite a pleasant littie 
place, and surrounded by many points 
of interest. Like Denver, it is a little 
city of the plains; perfectly level and 
prettily laid off, with the shady cotton- 
wood tree on all the streets, making 
the most splendid drives Lever saw; 
the population is about four thousand. 
Imagine yourself in a nice b 
with me for awhile and I'll drive you 
firstto “Monument park,” where we 
will see, Ill venture to say, some of 
the queerest formations in the world, 
and itis an easy matter to imagine 
yourself in some ancient cemetery; 
with monuments in almos: every con- 
ccivable variety of forms, some of them 
as regular asif they had been turned 
in a lathe, others fashioned into 
more rugged shapes, and representing 
to the imagination figures of animals, 
statues and beings. Some argue that 
these curious and fantastic forms are 
caused by the action of wind; others 
attribute it to the rising and falling of 
the water, which, they claim once 
covered the park. This last however 
I think is the mere reasonable suppo- 
sition, and for this reason the park is 
dotted here and there with small hills 
or bluffs, and it isa noticeable fact 
thatthe monuments are found princi- 
pally on these bluffs. While out on 
the plains some days since, not very 
far from this park, I chanced to cross a 
small branch and accidentally looking 
down its bank-~, saw a few formations 
exactly like those in the park, and as 
far as i could judge of the same com- 
position. They were protected from 
the wind by the banks of the stream 
and just above the surface of the 
water, where the bed of the stream 
had evidently once been, but since, by 
the constant flowing of the water, has 
been yvashed deeper. Thus showing 
the resemblance, as regards their posi- 
Lion to those on the bluffs, where water 
may once have been, giving them 
their peculiar forms, and then, like the 
little stream, flowing on to perform its 
mission some where else. ‘The park 
is about nine miles north of this place, 
and now that we have seen its beau- 
ties and woncers, let’s drive a few 
miles south west and see the beautiful 
little valley “G.en Eyrie.” The glen 
lies just at the foot ot the mountains 
and scenery throuyh it, like every vi'w 
of thee mountaiis, is magnificent 
with agiory of its own.

Beautiful wild flowers grow here in 
profusion, especially noticeable among 
them is the trailing clematis, winding

“The 
tradition of these rocks is interesting. 
It is that this was once the abode of 
Jupiter,he, who from high O!ympus 
flung the bolts of his wrath down upon 
che world, that before his exploits and 
conquests in the Grecian archipelago, 
he hved and ruled in this beautiul 
garden; that here the forces of the 
yods met in battle strong, and hurling 
ttese rocks at each other, caused them 
to assuiwe their novel shapes. 

Those familiar with the locality will 
take you to vupiter’s cave, and also to 
the great hollow in the rocks where, 
the story goes, the beautiful Venus 
was wont to perform her matutinal 
ablutions. With thisglance at these 
curious treaks of nature, we will pa 
on to the celebrated Manitou, with its 
elegant hotels, fine scenery and soda, 
sulphur and iron water springs. It is 
needless to say this isthe principal 
health and pleasure resort in the state. 
Here, is the entrance to the Ute pass, 
and if we drive a short distance up the 
splendid road leading through it, | 
will show you the “rainbow fails,” 
where the fountain creek dashes over 
the rocks with tremendous force, and 
the sun’s rays coming in contact with 
its silvery spray forms the many colors 
of the rainbow and hence their name.

Russian advices claim that the ad- 
vance has reached Hassankaleh, which 
is within a day’s easy march of 
the central city. This is 
not, however, probable. If true, it 
shows that they are not afraid of the 
combined armies of. Mukbtar and 
Ismail Pacha, who are tryingt o form a 
junction at Zeidin, a town about filty- 
miles southeast of Kars. Erzeroum is 
about one hundred niles from 
Kars in a * southwesterly direc- 
tion. This distance is, however, 
partiy made up of bad roads, steep 
mountains and dangerous defiles; but 
if any considerable detachment has 
croseed the Soghanlu mountains, the 
march to Erzeroum is no longer imprac~ 
ticable on account of natural obstacles 
The investment of both Erzeroum and 
Kars is clearly comprehended in the 
Russian plan of the campaign. In the 
campaign of 1855 against Kars, snow 
did not fall until November 16th, 
and military operations were prac- 
ticable for several weeks later. Great 
military results are therefore possi!le 
in Armenia before winter sets in. Al 
the chances of war are now in favor of 
the Russians,except the difficulty of 
supplying their armies from bases as 
distant as Alexandropol and Tiflis. 

In Bulgaria tbe Russians are pushing 
the Turks tothe wall at every point. 
The czarowitch on the one side withan 
Immense army and the Dobrudacna 
army On the other are threatening Su- 
lieman, who has lost his fighting pro-~ 
pensities. He haa fallen back to R: 
grad, hoping to keep the railroad to 
Rustchuk intact. Rasgrad 
thirty-four miles from Rustchuk, aud 
its fall would result in a close seige of 
the latter city. The army of the czaro- 
witch is said to be 170,000 sirong, and 
Sulieman probaoly can not muster one- 
half that number of effective men. 

Plevna may now be said to be invest- 
ed. Todleben is in front, and Gourko 
in the rear on the Sofia road—the best 
engineer and the best cavalry officer 
that the Russians possess. Things look 
blue for Osman Pasha. He cannot re- 
ceive supplies or reinforcements if the 
Russians bold their ground in the rear 
of his army; he cannot attack the sv- 
perior force in front of him; he can 
only fight his way to another position 
in the rear. Canhe do that success- 
fully, watched as he is by armies on 
every side? 

It is plain that a winter campaign 
with all its hardships is almost a cer- 
tainty. Itis also plain that the over- 
whelming resources of Russia are be~ 
ginning to have their weight 
in this conflict, and that she 
intends to push on, regardless of 
weather, uatil submission or an armis- 
tice intervene. A _ series of Russian 
victories would now satisfy Russian 
pride, and perhaps lead to an accepi-~ 
ance of terms that would save the Turk 
from being permanently driven across 
the Bosphorus, and the Russians from 
national bankruptev.

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WINLER SCHEDULES. 


THE 

A convention composed of the chief 
otticials of the roads between New York 
and Néw Orleans, was held in Balti- 
more last Wednesday for the purpose 
of arranging a winter mail schedule. 
Twenty-eight railroads were repre- 
sented. Mr. Foreacre, of the Air- Line 
road, stated that the meeting was 
called “for the purpose of organizing a 
r-gular semi-annual convention to con- 
struct time-tables upon southern roads.” 
The meeting was harmonious, and wil; 
doubtless lead to other similar conven- 
tions. The next one is to meet in 
Richmond on the third Wednesday of 
April. 

The scbedule adopted at Baltixz.ore 
yoes into effect on the eleventh of 
next month, when the southern 
mail will leave New York at 
6:30 p. m., or half of an hour later than 
at present. The train will however 

ch New Orlean an hour and a_ half 

rlierthan at present, Oving to faster 
trains on some of the southern rm ads. 
The return mail will arrive at New 
York at 9:30 a. m. instead of 6:40 a. m., 
asat present. A schedule was pros 
posed that would enaole Savannah 
merchants to receive letters: and send 
replies the seme day, but it does not 
appear that the proposition was acted 
on. The details of the new sci.edule 
are however to be hereafter adjusted 
by a committee of officers appointed by 
the convention. The new schedule is 
substantially that of last winter, and 
will not materially change the time of 
the through mail trains in this part of 
the country.

“‘TheAppeal says that nothing else is now 


talked of in Memphis; and we have 
before us a letter from Bartow station, 
on the Central road, stating that the 
creek, which divides the prosperous 
town into two parts, is now bridged by 
the telephone. The dietance is about 
one mile, and the merchants of the two 
districts use the telephone freely 
during business hours. We state these 
facts to show that a telephone mania 
is due in Adania anyday. Thousands 
f these simple and inexpensive instru- 
menis are already in use, and in the 
eourse of a short time every merchant, 
lawyer, editor or other business man 
will be able to sit under his own vine 
and fig tree and yet be for most purpo- 
ses in his office. in no southern city 
has this latest prod ct of man’s inven~ 
tive genius been more thoroughly tested 
thap in Memp/is, and for this reason 
we quote from the Appeal of that city: 
It is now believed that the day is not 
far distant when vocal sounds will be 
conveyed across the Atlantic and that 
the telephone wiil finally dispense with 
telegraph operators. At present the 
telephone is rnde and incomplete. Al~ 
ready a great improvement has been 
made on the original instrament, and 
yet it continues to be simplicity itself. 
It consists of a small mahogany box 
with an aperture for the mouth, and in 
front of this opening a small magnet, 
fine wire, and a very thin copper plate 
upon whieh the voice impinges. This 
sen<itive plate is connected by an ordi- 
nary telegraph wire with a similar box 
at the otner end, which may be many 
mi.es distant. That is about all. At 
tirst the little instrument, as yet unde- 
veloped for practical pur) ses, was 4 
simple cylinder of tin covered witha 
piece of bladder at one end and con- 
nected by a string with a similar Cylin- 
der at the other, Doubtiess many ol 
our readers have seen it as a child’s 
conversation toy. Another form of it 
was used to convey musical sounds 
from distant points, but when put on 
exhibition was only moderately suc-~ 
-getn}. The vocal telephone has al- 
ready come into use for business pur- 
poses. it has been adopted in Eag 
land in the deeper coal mi nes to con 
vey messages from the pit’s mouth to 
the lower ieuels. 


Tuat all may understand the rock 
upon which the republican party 1s 
now stranded, we give below the fa- 
mous order of the president:
